| I have (er my ſelf azainſt the Sins and Apoſtacies of this preſent Age. It is true, my faithfulneſs 

harh procured me il|-will from men, bur it hath purchaſed. me peace with God 3 I have lived 
in peace,and I ſhall dic in peace : Thar which I have to beſcech of rhe Miniſters is this, to beg 
them ro keep up Church-Governmentz whatever God doth with the Governments of the world, 
turning Kingdoms upſide down, yer the Government of the Church ſhall ftand ; and of all 
Governments, I die with this perſwaſion, that the Pcesbyterial Goyernment makes moſt for pu- 
rity and.for unity throughout the Churches of the Saints. I would begge rhem therefore ro keep 
up Church-Government, that they would not ler their Elderſhips fall,that they would take heed 
of too generall Admiſſions to the Lords Supper, that they be not too prodigall of the bloud of 
Chriſt, by roo generall admiſſions of men to the Supper of the Lo:d, that ſealing Ordinance :

ceed me, I will ſay this, that he will have as comfortable a Livelihood, and as loving a peo- 
ple as are any people in London, a few only excepred : 1 had as much ſatisfaQtion among them 
as ever I had in any condition-in all my life, an4 thould never have parted from them, had nor 
death now parted us, to which I do ſubmit with all Chriſtian meeknefſe and chearfullnefle.
